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Maybe Berlin Will Pay 


With the City of Flint in charge of a 
prize crew playing hide and seek among 
the Norwegian Islands, and Ambassador 
Steinhardt at Moscow pondering the boor- 
ish treatment meted out to him on behalf 
of the Nazi captors, a German-American 
mixed claims commission at Washington 
decided Germany ought to pay $50,000,000 
damages because its agents in the former 
Great War blew up an industrial plant at 
Kingsland, New Jersey, and a freight ter- 
minal near Jersey City. The German mem- 


bers of the commission being represented, 
as on former occasions, by their vacant 


At the time of these outrages the 
United States was a neutral country. The 
intervening years have apparently worked 
no marked change in Berlin’s respect for 
neutral rights, opinions and reactions to 
outlawry. 

But those whose relatives were killed 
and whose property was destroyed will 
not get the money the commission seys 
they are entitled to. They will get half 
of it, the United States treasury holding 
that amount of German gold for satisfac- 
tion of the claims. The treasury has also 
$820,000,000 of German bonds “consid- 
ered virtually worthless” as security for 
payment of the balance of the award. 

The owners of the City of Flint, mem- 
bers of the crew, and any who have inter- 
ests in the non-contraband portion of the 
cargo, may See in the latter circumstance 
what chance they have to collect for loss 
of time and goods. 


Thirty Days in the Air 


Two young California fliers came to 
earth Sunday after being in the air contin- 
uously for thirty days, breaking the 
world’s endurance record by three full 


*days and nights. They landed because 


they were tired and had gained their pur- 
pose, not because they were in trouble. 
The engine, so far as reported, was func- 
tioning steadily and could have kept going 
indefinitely. 

The performance of course proves and 
illustrates the remarkable staying power 
of the modern airplane, a power not actu- 
ally measured because the plane was still 
in condition to fly. It is the human ele- 
ment, not the machine, that now deter- 
mines how long a flight may last. Man 
has constructed an apparatus that can 
stay in the air longer than he can, even 
when the crew comprises two or more men 
taking turns at the controls; therefore 
capable of flying longer and farther than 
there is any real need. 

Machines of all kinds, particularly ma- 
chines which fly, are of concern just now 
in consideration of their adaptability to 
the purposes of war. But it is worth while 
thinking what this feat signifies as to 
after-war commercial aviation, in Canada 
and elsewhere. “Hopping” the Atlantic is 
no longer a spectacular stunt. These young 
men stayed up long enough to hop it 
twenty times in each direction. With 
refueling planes stationed at proper inter- 
vals they could have made a dozen round 
trips between Vancouver and Halifax 
without landing.

Thus far the cost of living has not been 
thrown seriously out of line by the impact 
of war. There is no reason why it should 
be; but plenty of experience to show it 
likely would be if prompt steps had not 
been taken to make clear that gouging 
will not be permitted and that transnerta- 
tion and other difficulties unavoidable in 
war time will not be allowed to play havoc 
with supplies and prices. 


Mussolini’s Chance 


The danger that war may spread into 
the Balkans is internal rather than exter- 
nal. If the little states there were banded 


together in a prudent and chivalrous pact 
to defend each other against aggression, 


neither Nazi Germany nor Soviet Russia 
could trespass in the area without certain- 
ty of a bitter war of uncertain outcome. 


But they are not united. They are dis- 
united, in the positive sense of the term. 
Three of its neighbors have territorial 
claims against Rumania. Russia once 
held Bessarabia, and wants it back. Bul- 
garia formerly owned the Dobruja, and 
wants it back. Hungary used to include 
Transylvania, and wants it back. Stalin is 
backing Bulgaria against Rumania. Hit- 
ler, if he were not busy elsewhere, would 
be backing Hungary. 

But for the war on the western front 
and the Franco-Eritish agreement with 
Turkey, Runiarja would be facing the 
fate of Poland. It is not clear of that men- 
ace yet, and will not get free until it and 
its smali neighbors are brought together 
in a mutually defensive alliance. Which 
is not at all likely to happen until the Bul- 
garian and Hungarian claims are settled. 

Premier Mussolini has the opportunity 
to play a role of constructive statesman- 
ship in his corner of Europe, a role that 
no one else can play, and that would se- 
cure Italy against possible encroachment 
from the Soviet power he mistrusts while 
giving it economic supremacy among the 
Balkan nations. 

Perhaps it is with a view to adjusting 
their differences and welding these coun- 
tries into a defensive block under Italian 
leadership that I] Duce has pulled his cabi- 
net to pieces and put it together again, 
with some notable omissions and demo- 
tions. 


The Red Deer Valley Coal company, 
operating in the Drumheller area, seems to 
have made a record for fast construction 
work in its line. On October 7th, the

Critical Judgment 


(From an address by Felix Morley, editor of the 
Washington Post) 


None of us, rich or poor, senator or servant, 
dictator or debutante, can any longer hope to 
have more than a fragmentary understanding of 
the infinitely complicated world in which we 
live, But we can, and we definitely should, 
develop a critical faculty which shall be in- 
stinctively hostile to every dogmatic statement, 
instinctively insistent on the importance of 
proof for every flat assertion, and instinctively 
determined to subject to severe cross-examina- 
tion everyone who either holds blindly to the 
mooring ropes of the past, or who insists with 
equal blindness that those ropes be cut merely 
because they are moorings. The development 
of such a critical attitude is the inescapable 
responsibility of the citizens of a democracy, 


Quebec Has Answered 

The definite defeat of Premier Duplessis’ 
Union Nationale Government in Quebec con- 
firms the confidence of the rest of the country 
in the soundness of the French-Canadian people. 
They were libelled by the invitation of their 
Premier to participate in a political rebellion 
against the Dominion Government in the name 
of provincial autonomy, and have given their 
opportunist leader the rebuke he deserved. 

Few people beyond Quebec doubted at any 
time that Quebec would accept willingly the 
destructive course laid out for it, but there was 
Toom for uncertainty as to the effect of party 
loyalty. It has keen shown clearly that even faith 
in an entrenched party which has spent lavishly 
to strengthen its position could not becloud the 
sacredness of principle. The great majority. of 
the electors held fast to the substance of British 
citizenship, disregarding the shadow Mr. 
Duplessis sought to cast over their place within 
Confederation. The election was unwise and 
unnecessary, fhe choice of an issue was plugged 
with dynamite, but now that it has brought a 
heppy conclusion it may be considered one of the 
fortunate episodes in Canadian history. It has 
settled a grave issue for Quebec people.—Toronto 
Globe and Mail. 


What Is Stalin Up To? 
Bruce Bliven, editor of the New Republic, 
puts it this way: 

“Hitler asked the Russian bear to come to 
supper, and is unhappily watching his guest 
take most of the food, the china, silver and 
linen. I doubt that he knew in advance 
whether Stalin would take the four Baltic 
countries and the three on the Black Sea, or 
knows even yet.” 


Yet there's something strange about that story 
of a German raider taking a United States ship to 
a Soviet port. What it seems to suggest is some 
secret bargain or understanding between Stalin 
and Hitler about which the rest of the world can 
only guess. It may be that Stalin is not playing 
Germany's game, but his own, yet at the same 
time there are things to suggest that Russia’s aid 
is being bought by Hitler, this though the price 
be desperately high; that there’s a Soviet-Nazi 
bargain or working agreement of some sort. 

What does this tell? What it.tells, surely, is 
that Hitler, facing certain defeat by the Allies in 
the West, is giving hostages to Stalin, letting him 
cash in on anything he wants to grab just so long 
as he can hope that Stalin may save or help him 
out of a desperate situation. 

A gangster, cornered, is not particular about 
who helps him to shoot his way out, will pay 
almost any price to evade the police, That, on 
the basis of what we are witnessing, appears to 
be the story of Hitler. 

The rea] mystery man in the piece is Stalin. 
What is he after? For years the Soviets railed 
against “Imperialism,” said they were all for 
peace, supported the League. Yet here we have 
Moscow seizing and destroying the political in- 
tegrity and independence of Baltic states that 
were and are members of the League—s‘ates 
which Moscow pledged itself to pro‘ect,—

The Business Trend 


Intense activity has characterized Canadian 
business during the past month. As the follow. 
ing section of the Letter shows, industrial pro- 
duction increased at a rapid pace, this unusual 
rise, to the record height of 1937, involving a 
marked turnover in materials and an addition 
to industrial working forces, which by Ist Sep- 
tember were nearly 2 per cent greater than a 
month previous, and 14 per cent greater than 
on Ist April, the low point of employment this 
year. Moreover, railway freight traffic was 
recently the heaviest since 1930, this movement 
reflecting not only an increased flow of in- 
dustrial materials and goods but, also, the early 
marketing of crops, the yields of which exceed 
the earlier forecasts, 

There are some qualifying elements to be 
considered in connection with the above- 
mentioned expansion. Although progress has 
been made in changing the national economy 
to a war basis, and while business operations are 
therefore steadier than a few weeks ago, much 
remains to be done in the way of readjust- 
ment before the new economic machine can 
run smoothly in high gear. Foreign trade has 
of course been confined to comparatively narrow 
limits consequent upon the world-wide interrup- 
tion of shipping services, the restrictions in 
several countries upon export and import trade 
and the uncertainties in exchange transactions. 
Many grain growers have shipped their supplies 
unsold in anticipation of higher prices, an 
expectation whieh has led also to the withhold- 
ing of live stock from the market. The welcome 
rise in the value uf dairy products is partly 
offset by the poor returns from late fruits, not- 
ably apples in the major exporting sections.— 
Canadian Bank of Commerce,

The root vegetables begin to come 
into their own at this season of the 
year. They are usefiil in the diet in 
any locality but are especially valu- 
able on Northern farms and in 
small communities where the sup- 
ply of other vegetables falls off as 
cold weather approaches. 

The main advantage of such vege- 
tables is that they keep. In addition, 
they are usually low in price. 

The four root vegetabies most 
commonly used are carrots, beets, 
turnips and parsnips. Others which 
may be used are oyster plant (or 
salsify), rutabagas, and celeriac. 

The carrot is an excellent source 
of vitamin A, and is a good source 
of vitamins B and C. It has earned a} 
popular reputation as a complexion- 
beautifier. It supplies a number of 
the essential food minerals in vary- 
ing amounts, containing for ex- 
ample, both iron and calcium. The 
younger the carrot, the more tender 
it will be an2 the more delicate the 
flavor, The very small carrot is so 
low in starch that it may be classed 
with the non-starchy vegetables. In 
the more mature variety the car- 
bohydrate content runs about 9 per- | 
cent, but may go as high as 12 per- 
cent. 

Carrots may be used both raw 
and cooked. Tne baking method 
which will shortly be described for 
cooking beets may be used with 
carrots with excellent results. 

The red beet which is commonly 
used as a table food may contain 
considerable sugar, from which the 
beet gets its attractive slightly 
sweetish taste. The beet provides 
many food minerals, containing all 
of the following: magnesium, sili- 
con, iron, fluorine, manganese, pot: | 
assium, sodium, calcium, phosphor- 


ous and chlorine. When fully grown, 
beets should be classed with the 
starchy vegetables. 

Beets are often boiled whole in a 
great deal of water, the water be- 
ing later thrown away. This 
method impairs the flavor, lessens 
the red color, and reduces the min- 
eral content. You will find you ob- 
tain a better result in boiling beets 
if you cook in as little water as 
possible. One method is*to slice 
them or grate them, and then cook 
in a heavy pan without the addition 
of water. If you wish, you may 
chop the beets fine before using. 
Serve with butter. 

In my estimation, the most de- 
licious way of preparing this vege- 
table is by baking. Grind in a food 
grinder and place in a dry baking 
pan to a depth of 1 or 2 inches. 
Cook in a moderate oven for 10 
minutes, or until] done. An agree- 
able flavor is added if the cooking 
is continued until the top is browns 
ed. Add butter and salt, if desired, 
when the beets are being eaten. 

You will find this baking method 
will develop a very agreeable 
flavor. Try mixing various vege- 
tables, such as beets and parsnips, 
or turnips and carrots, and using 
this new way of preparation.

she has been associated for nine

Melt chocolate in top of double 
boiler. Add sweetened condensed 
milk and stir over rapidly-boiling 
water §& minutes, until mixture 
thickens. Remove from heat. Add 
water and peppermint. Cool. Spread 
On cold cake. When the chocolate 
frosting has set, trace white lines of 
gridiron, using plain sugar and 
water icing. For the party, get a 
few toy football players and ar- 
range a goal post at both ends of 
cake. Young people enjoy things 
like this. And you will enjoy see- 
ing the young crowd at your home. 
It makes life seem a little more 
stable. 


MAPLE CREAM PIE 

This maple cream pie will cause 
your youthful guests to tell their 
mothers that you are the best cook 
in the neighborhood. Watch your 
own children swell with pride. 

One end one-quarter cups shaved 
maple sugar, packed tight in cup, 
1 pint milk, 3 tablespoons corn- 
starch, 1-3 cup milk, 2 eggs, 4% tea- 
Spoon salt, 1% tablespoons butter, 
1 teaspoon vanilla, whipped cream. 

Place maple sugar and scalded 
milk in top of double boiler over 
boiling water. When sugar is en- 
tirely dissolved, add the cornstarch 
which has been smoothed to thin 
paste in the cold milk. Stir well 
and cook for about 30 minutes, Beat 
eggs well in large bowl, then pour 
the sugar mixture over the eggs. 
Returii ali to the double boiler and 
cook one minute, Remove’ from 
heat. Add butter, ‘salt and vanilla 
Cool. Pour into baked pie shell. To 
serve, cover evenly with thin layer 
of whipped cream,

OTTAWA, Nov. 1—Canada's but- 
ter supply situation “Is quite satis- 
factory,” the Dominion Bureau of 
| Statistics reported today. : 
On the basis of September to April 
| factory output in 1938-39, the visible 
and prospective supply for the,suc- 
ceeding eight months would exceed 
domestic requirements by approxi- 
mately 13,000,000 pounds, even if 
| the demand remained the same, the 
| bureau stated. 

In a report on the domestic dairy 
situation during the summer, June 
to August, the bureau said butter 
in storage and transit at Sept. 1 
totalled 55,384,736 pounds compar- 
ed with 62,004,030 on the same date 
last year, a decrease of 6,620,294. 
Such a reduction, the bureau said, 
does not represent a shortage be- 
|cause stocks of Sept. 1 last year 
were abnormally high. 

“Regardless of the stock decline 
|as compared with 1938, the supply 
situation is quite satisfactory,” the 
report said. 

Output of cheddar cheese in the 
| three months ended August amount- 
;ed to 64,553,530 pounds compared 
with 63,175,964 in the same period 
|last year. The increase in produce 
tion was attributed in pari to the 
unsatisfactory condition of the but- 
ter market, particularly in the early 
spring.

team. That would start collecting a 
fund from the beginning of the sea- 
son, and maybe a step further 
would be the holding of the finals 
under Dominion supervision? 

Would it not increase the in- 
terest and competition if a team 
was assured the complete result 
of their season success? Of course, 
we have heard of the eastern 
senior girls remark, “Oh, what's 


the use of competing when we 
know we will lose?” And the

This column has long maintained

$50,000 in one season.” Now that's 
fine prospects, but please do not 
crowd the ice, girls.
